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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Batty 
(U. S, Patent 5,438.160). 

2. Regarding claims 1, 6-8 and 12, Batty, see figures 1-2, discloses a connector 
coupled to provide at least one signal to a board module comprising: a connector lead 
surface (see rear wall of housing 30 is a lead surface) substantially perpendicular to a 
board module surface; a first row leads 25 substantially parallel to and a first distance 
from the board module surface extending substantially perpendicular from the connector 
lead surface and shape to connect substantially perpendicular to the board module 
surface at a second distance from the connector lead surface (see rear wall of housing 
30 is a lead surface), and a second row of leads 25 substantially parallel to a third 
distance from the board module surface extending substantially perpendicular from the 
connector lead surface and shaped to connect substantially perpendicular to the board 
module surface at a fourth distance from the connector lead surface, wherein the first 
distance is greater than the third distance wherein the second distance is less than the 
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fourth distance, and wherein each of the second row of leads 25 are offset from each of 
the first row of leads 25. 

3. Regarding claim 2, Batty discloses the connector is coupled to communicatively 
couple the board module a backplane 1 0. 

Regarding claims 3-5, 9-11, 13-20, the recitations relating to backplane, payload 
module etc, rather than structural details relate to use of the product and cannot be 
relied upon to overcome the reference. 

Note that invention as discussed above in specification relates to connector and 
arrangement of leads and not to specific modules.
